_ ~The Summer Term was taught by Miss Samanthe R. Kenne, a young lady who, 
in other districts, was, for several terms, a, successful teacher; but she did not suc- 
ceed well in this district. Toe reason is not obvious to the Committee. She strove 
earnestly to do her duty. Her partial failure may, perhaps, in a degree, be attribu- 
ted to the fact that many of the parents expressed an indifference as to whether their 
children attended school or staid away,—the result of which indifference was, that 
the school dwindled, from twenty-three pupils at the opening, down to eight at the 
close. The lack of’ interest felt in the success of this school is well illustrated by 
the fact that, except the Superintending Committee, but one person visited the 
school during its ten weeks’ session. 

The Winter Term was taught by Miss Lizzie M. Uadiey. During this term 
there was harmony of action, ang an era. of good feeling prevailed throughout the 
District, Parents and scholars all manifested a strong interest ‘in the schoo], and it 
has been a success. The teacher has qualifications ofa high order, and an aptness to 
teach not excelled. Her administration was mild and forcible, Good order pre- 
vailed, and emulation gave a strong impetus to learning. It is not too much to say 
that the class in Nationa! Arithmetic stated their examples with more promptness 
and clearness than any other class in town. ‘The exercises in the Sixth Reader were 
of a high order of merit. The Spelling was hardly fair, but much improvement was 
perceptible. Master Henry Barber won the prize for general good conduct.

Teacher of the Summer Term, Miss M, Lizzie Morse, of Bradford—a young lady 
who made many friends among the people where she has taught ‘She entered upon 
her duties with earnest enthusiasm, and seemed to inspire her nupils with desire 
to learn. The schoo] numbered forty-four scholars, This fact, taken in connec- 
tion with another, namely-—that the studies ranged through many branches, from A 
B C to National Arithmetic, Algebra, ete, made it evident to the Committee that 
the teacher possessed great aptness and quickness for imparting knowledge, to get 
through with her daily duties within her appointed time, ‘The interest manifested. 
in the closing exercises of the term showed that her exertions were appreciated by . 
the parents. Tke only blemish noticed—good order did not always prevail. 


Miss Lizzie A. Tyler taught the Winter Term—a heavy burden for any one per- 
son, more especially for a young lady. Miss Tyler’s qualifications are good—she 
imparts knowledge with great facility, and is devotedly attached to teaching. All 
her efforts and energies were given to the improvement of her pupils,—in a measure 
she was successful] She would have been more so, had her efforts been seconded by 
the larger pupils. Few persons, especially young ladies, possess that rare faculty, 
which we call forcible suavity, and which compels order in a school like this, regis- - 
tering over sixty scholars. “‘l'o discharge the duties of a faithful, earnest teacher, 
where every moment should be given to recitations, and at the same time perform 
police duty, is a heavy burden. The school is too large for one teacher to manage. 
Jt is scarcely possible that an entirely favorable report can ever be made of it as at 
present organized. We would suggest that it might, generally, be better to employ 
a master for the winter term. 

The interest in the exercises of the school have been increased by the holding of 
several union Spelling Schools, in connection with District No. 1, which were well 
attended and a very healthy emulation excited. Through these Sehools the Spelling 
in both districts has much improved. The best spellers are—in No. 1, Miss Bstell th 
George ; in No. 2, Master Arden J qnes. 

Master Edward Lincoln won the prize for general good conduct. 


District No. 3,---Levi B. Farr, Prudential Committee. 
This Schoo] was under the care of Miss Mary E. Robinson,—a good teacher, who 
devoted herself to the improvement of her pupils. ‘They made fair progress. 
—The school-house is a very poor one. No lock upon the door; the floor chop- 
ped with axes and the desks with knives; ventilation had, and a stove hardly fit for 
use any where. It is not a comfortable school-house. 


District No. 4,---Henry @. Elliott, Prudential Committee. 
One term, only, is taught in this District. Miss Lovey Temple was employed as 
teacher. It wag her first attempt at teaching. She was not successful, partly, by rea- 


son of lack of confidence in herself; but, chiefly, by reason of predisposition on the 
part of some persons, both scholars and otherwise, that she should not succeed. 
_ —The school-house is not a good one, It needs repairs and ventilation to render 


it comfortable. 


District No. 5,--+ Alonzo Lary, Prudential Committee, 

This district had one long term of school instead of two short ones; it was taught 
by Miss Frances 8S. Beede. I should judge the discipline of the schoo] to be fault 
less. The little boys exhibited a decorum that some men in the halls of Congress 
would do weil to imitate, | 

Most of the younger ones are French, but they have made good progress in read. 
ing Hoglish. The oldest scholar deserves commendation for an almost perfect

examination. 


District No, 6,--- John Wilson, Prudential Committee. 

Miss Clemmie E. Averill, who taught the summer term, passed a fair examina< 
tion. Ifshe had exercised a little more patience she would have ruled better. The 
school was backward at the commencement, and evidently made but, little progress ~ 
and what was w’r3e the teacher found it difficult to draw out what they had learned. 
Miss Averill 1a qualities which would insure greater success in some other calling. 


The fall tei.n was taught by Miss Elsie A. Aldrich. The order was excellent, 
snd the ccmmitiee was happily disappointed in the rapid progress made by the 
scholars in all their studies. The district should do one of three things, viz: Be 
annexed to adjoining districts—build a new school-house, or at least repair the door 
of the room now occupied, so tnat it shall be Broof against the invasion of barn-yard 
fowls, whose frantic search for more light imperils the windows, taxes the muscular 
power of the teacher and sets the committee to musing upon the variety of episode 
with which the world is filled, 


District No. 7, - Large School - Leonard Davis, Prudential Committee. 
This ichcol is divided into two parts, occupying separaterooms. Both terms of the 

Large School were taught by Miss Eliza A. Howe, an experienced teacher. Her 

examination showed great familiarity with the District School Text Books. - 


The Summer Term was quite successful. Most of the scholars made rapid im- 
provement. ‘I'he order was fair. | 

The Winter Term did not quite come up to our expectations. The teacher evi- 
dently labored hard to make ita good school; but with a large number of older 
scholars some were hardly prepared to yield to her mild and persuasive rule It is 
very difficult for “Young America’ to resist the impression that ‘might makes right.” 
| am sorry to say that notwithstanding the tireless efforts and inexhaustable patience 
of the teacher, the condact of some of her pupils was a source of painful anxiety, and 
semetimes of unfeigned grief to her. I learn with much regret that this want of re- *

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gard. for the feelings of their friends and superiors, was not limited to the teacher, 
bck edie -d to the School Commissioner and others, much to the detriment of the 
reputation of our community. Ib justice to ali parties however, [ will add, that the 
behavior during my last visit to the school was very fair. Most of the pupils learn- 
ed well. Some of them never learned so much in a term before. If ‘the seholars 
had copied the manners, imbibed the spirit and reciprocated the efforts of the teacher, 
it might have been the most interesting school in town, | hope it may yet have vita 
enviable reputation. 

No. 7. -- Small School. The Summer Term of the small school was com- 
menced by Miss Augusta Stevens, with promise of great success. But unfortunately 


in a few weeks her healtly failed, and she found it impossible to continue. 


Miss Josie S. Chase was induced to finish the term, which she did to the satisfac- 
tion of the Committee and the profit of the school. Miss Chase has the faculty of 
ruling well; and securing the general esteem. of her pupils, ‘ 

The Winter Term was taught by Miss Sarah P. Howe, w hose previous reputation 
and good examination gave promise of more than usual success, Miss Howe loves 
her work, is apt to teach, and deserves much commendation. In many respects she 
succeeded well. Her manner of conducting recitations was calculated to confuse, 
and make it difficult to ascertain how much the scnolars had learned. It is certain, 
however, that all learned and that some learned well, _ The Geography classes were 
hardly equal to thos? in the other branches, 


The pupils in this school were not too old to be governed os a lady teacher, but Lie? 


am compelled to say that, in this respect, there was a much greater failure than in 
the Large School. Ihardly know which to blame most, the parents, the teacher, or 
the scholars, Parents who fail to g@vern at home, and never visit the school are to 
blame. Teachers who give no heed to, the suggestions of the Committee are not quite 
clear. And children who construe kindness into an invitation to license and rude- 
ness, do a great wrong to their teacher, and confirm themselves i ina habit which will 
involve themselves and others in much difficulty hereafter. In some schools Miss 
Howe would succeed admirably. She istoo good a teacher to be disheartened by 
this single failure to preserve order in a large school of small children, She made 
many friends in the district, who hope that, under favorable circumstances, she may 
sueceed more to her own satisfaction. The district is under lasting obligation to both 
the Misses Howe for their efforts in purchasing, by subscription, a full set of Cor- 
nell’s Outline Maps. These came too late to be of much service this winter, but will _ 


hea blessing to the scholars, and a reminder of these ladies for yoars to come. 


District No. 8,——Isaac Davis, Prudential Committee. nial) 
Both terms were taught by Miss Elsie A. Aldrich. This is'an easy school to 
govern, and the teacher had but little difficulty in this regard. In the Summer the 
scholars made rapid advancement, but did not seem to understand what ‘ime passed 
over quite as thoroughly as some schools, . 


, 
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The Wititer Term showed that the aim of the teacher had been to do less than 
formerly, and tc do it better. The class in Common School Arithmetic did itself 
great credit. The poorest class was in Intellectual Arithmetic. Miss A. gave 
almost universal satisfaction, and her school was fully equal to the average in this 
part of the town, 

District No. 9, ——-James Tyler, Prudential Committee. 

Miss M. Eva Pressey taught the Summer Term. The school was small, orderly, 
studious and profitable. ‘ 

The Winter Term was taught by Miss Nellie M. Edmunds, who seems to possess 
all the qualities of a first rate teacher. She would do well to make teaching a pro- 
fession. ‘The scholar must have an unusual degree of presumption to expect success< 
fully to resist her authority. Miss Edmunds’ theory is: “Understand as you go.”’ 

I don’t think her mupils will forget what they have learned this wiater. Though 
one of the smalles, this is one of the best schools in town. 
District No. 10,——Warren F. Wilson, Prudential Committee. 

Miss Lucy A. Leavitt was the instruetor both terms. On my first visitation of 
the Summer Term | made the following notes; ‘‘Geography, good—other studies 


- fair—order poor.” On my last visit I wrote: “Order good—progress good—re- 


view excellent—- Arithmetic, mental and written, extras-formula well stated and 
reasons for things clearly given.” 1am vonvinced that the disorder observed at the 
first, was a freak of two or three roguish boys, such as will sometimes oecur in the 
best of schools; and that it was by no means a fair satnple of the genéral behavior 
during the term. IT reccommended the retention of Miss Leavitt for the second térm, 
during whick she was very acceptable to the district and profitable to the scholars. 

The governwent was unexceptionable; the advancement rapid and thorough. The 
class in the Third Reader deserves especial commendation, his school stands No.1 
for its improvement in writing. I am confident that any district would be fortunate 
“fn securing the services of this teacher: 


District No. 11. Daniel Campbell, Prudential Committee. 

There have beea three terms of schoolin this district The Summer ‘Term was 

taught by Miss Loraine Wilson, whose name has becomé a synonym for success. 
_ Perhays a little more attention to system might still further improve her schools, 
The government and recitations showed that the funds of the district had been well 
expended. If | were to criticize, [ should say tliat there are some very poor readers 
in the school, and that there is too little attention paid to the statement of the form< 
ulas in Intellectual Arithmetic. 

The Fall Term had Miss Lizzie R. Morgan for its teacher: Miss M. was suc: 
cessful as usual sli has a rare combination of such elémente as are demanded in 
the professioua: sea¢her; and she will be sure toimprove with experience. The 
committee and the district all say; ‘‘Well done good and faithful servant.”’ 

The school started off 
With much promise, and would have been very profitable if the teacher’s health had 
hot failed, as it did in the beginning of the fifth week. {n the enforcement of disci- 
pline Miss Norris deserves a fuller co-operdtion, and a more hearty sympathy thar 
was accorded her.

Cuanee or Text Booxs. ‘lhe Superintending Committee found, on entering 


upon theif duties. so many different Text Books in use, that, it seemed to them,the 


interest in the exercises of the schools must thereby be materially affected, by need: 
lessly multiplying classes, and thus neutralizing the best efforts of teachers. It was, 
therefore, afier mature deliberation, decided to reduce some.of the branclies to a 
single series’of books. ‘fhe Committee believe this step to have been a wise one.—- 
Wherever it has been carr’ed out, as it has in several of the large schools, the result 
of the classification which followed shows a marked advance among the pupils. Hm: 
ulation and strife for the first place in the clas» or school must naturally arise among 
pupils of nearly eyual attainments, pursuing the same branches of study. 

The Committee have heen much annoyed by the neglect of teachers to promptly 
return the Registers committed to them. This neglect might be remedied if Pru- 
dential Committees would comply with the law of 1861, which is as follows: 

“Src. 1. The several teachers of public schools shall faithfully keep the Register 
furnished them, and make due return thereof to the Superintending School Commit- 
tee of the town. i , 

Sxc. 2. [t shall be the duty of the Superintending School Committee, to give to 
every tea-her who has complied with the provisions of S:.c. 1, of this act, a certificate 
that the Register has been properly fill:d up and returned, and no teacher shall be 
entitled to receive payment for such services until such certificaté is produced to 
the Prudential Committee of the District.”—Chap. 2508. 

‘This law has not been complied with in a single instance this year. As a partial 
remedy for this annoying evil we would suggesi to the Town Treasurer that it is law- 
ful for him to withhold the money due to any and every school distriet until the 
proper certificate is presented by the Prudential Committee. 


Iu conclusion, the Committee are satisfied that, as a whole the schools 
u fair advance during the past year, Greater improvement tuight Ce re 
it possible to retain teachers longer i in the same districts. .
